PORT ARTHUR 
AGAIN ATTACKED 


Japanese Capture Four Torpedo Boats 
By Using Russian Siguala 


ALEXIEFF ARRIVES AT HARBIN 


London, Feb. 23.—The Nagasaki cor- 
respondent of the Daily 
Telegraph, 
cabling under date of February 22, re- 
ports that the Japanese squadron haa 
captured four Russian torpedo boats 
at PbTt Arthur by using Russian sig- 
nals« 


This dispatch appears to confirm re- 
fwrtif from various quarters of a fresh 
attaclc on Port Arthur by the Japa- 
nese. 
The report reached Nagasaki 
from Chefoo, and it adds that the Rus- 
sian crews of the four torpedo boats 
have beon transferred. 


No other news of this attack has 
been received in London, but the Che- 
foo correspondent of the Morning Post, 
in a dispatch dated February 22, says 
the statement is current there that the 
Japanese torpedo boat destroyers, in 
the attack on Port Arthur on February 
14, sunk or damaged two Russian bat- 
tleships. in addition to the torpedo boat 
already reported. 


Viceroy AlexiefC's retlretnent to Har- 
bin is now ail accomplished fact, and a 
corl'espondent of the Associated Press 
cables that Port Arthur Is now strictly 
a naval stronghold, and the forts are 
being manned by naval gunners. Only 
20 foreigners are now at Port Arthur, 
and they are traders disposing of their 
merchandise. Some of them are under

there Is likelihood of 
their being arrested.

London, Feb. 23.—The correspondent 
at Tokio of Renter's Telegram com- 
pany says he learns from a reliable 
source ihat the Russian minister to 
China, Paul Lessar, has successfully 
bribed Chinese oificials, with the re- 
sult that the Instructions given the 
Russian 
gunboat 
Mandjur' to leave 
Shanghai were cancelled.

breach of Chinese neutrality, and is 
taking steps in the matter. 


Snow Storm Saved Hakodate. 


Nagasaki, Feb. 23. 
The steamer 
Stolberg has arrived here from Vladi- 
vostock with 20 white foreigners, 1500 
Chlaese and 50 Japanese. She brings 
in addition 40 survivors of the Japa- 
nese steamer Nekonoura Maru, which 
was sunk by the 
Russian 
cruiser 
squadron from Vladivostock on Febru- 
ary 11, Two of these men were drown- 
ed during their transfer to the Rus- 
sian shix)s. The survivors were well 
treated and provided with return pas- 
sages. 


The Vladivostock squadron intend- 
ed to bombard Hakodate, but a snow 
storm prevented the vessels from en- 
tering the Straits of Tsuruga.

RUSSIA'S ARMY IN FAR EAST 


Will Take Until April 20 to Strengthen 
It to 233,000 Men. 


Berlin, Feb. 23.—The Mllitar Woch- 
enblatt. the organ of the German gen- 
eral staff, has published an 
article 
discussing Russia's prospects of re- 
inforcing her army in East Asia. The 
paper takes a pessimistic view of the 
capacity of the Trans-iaibprian rail- 
road, and especially the section cross- 
ing Lake Baikal, wherd it says the 
dlftlculties to overcome are enorraoua. 
The ilmlted capacity of the line la 
said to be a much more serious mat- 
ter thafi the threatened damage to it 
by natives. 
The paper estimates the 
present troop moving capacity of the 
railroad from Russla'ii «xperlence of 
last summer in moving two brigades 
to Techlta, east of Lake Baikal, which 
was only accomplished at the rate of 
eight an4 a half mile» an hour.

tains to Mukden or Vladivostock. 


The 
paper 
assuiues the present 
strength of the Russian army in east- 
ern Asia to be 158,761 men. and uixm 
the foregoing estimate of time required 
to move troops it declares it will take 
until April 20 for Russia to raise the 
strength of her East Asiatic army to 
233.000 men. 


The Militar Wochenblatt is of the 
opinion that the easiest thing for Ja- 
pan to do to compel Russia to aban- 
don Manchuria is to strike at the cen- 
tre of the country, or in other words, 
concentrate her forces against Harbin. 


RUMORS OF LAND 
BATTLE 


Russians Reported Repulsed On Yalu 
River With Loss of 2500. 


London, Feb. 22.—The 
cables 
are 
6tlll absolutely silent with regard to 
the progress of the war, but there are 
vague rumors of land fighting. As an 
Instance, the Paris edition of the New 
York 
Herald*'^ 
correspondent at St. 
Petersburg talks of a Russian repulse 
on the Yalu river, with a loss of 2500 
lives. 
These rumors are unconfirmed, 
and from a reliable quarter the Morn- 
ing Post's Chefoo correspondent says 
he learns that ten^ of thousands of 
Japanese 
are 
advancing 
by 
forced 
marches from various parts of Korea 
on the Yalu, aud that severe 
fighting 
Is expected shortly. These are the only 
references to actual operations that 
have reached London. 


The announcement that General Ko- 
dama has been replaced in the Japa- 
nese cabinet by Mx\ Koshikawa is re- 
garded as meaning that General Ko- 
dama is about to take command of the 
Japanese.land forces.

Htgue Tribunal Grants Tliem Prefer- 
ence of 30 Per Cent, Oustoms. 


5. S. TO ENFORCE THE AWARD 


The Hague, Feb. 23.—The arbitration 
tribunal, which has been considering 
the claims of the blockading powers 
for preferentiial 
treatment of 
their 
claims against Venezuela, has decided 
unanimously that the three blockading 
powers, Great Britain, Germany and 
Italy, have the right to a preference 
of 0O per cent, of the customs duties at 
Guaira and Puerto Gabello, the liti- 
gants to pay their own costs in the pro- 
cedure and divide equally the costs of 
the tribunal. 


The United States itì commissioned to 
carry out the decision of the tribunal 
within three months. 


In 
giving 
juugment 
the 
tribunal 
points out that it has been guided by 
international law and the equity of the 
case, and that the protocols signed at 
Washington since February 13, 1903, 
and particularly the protocol of May 7, 
whereof the obligatory nature cannot 
be doubtful, form the legal basis of its 
sentence; that the tribunal is not com- 
petent to question the jurisdiction of 
the mixed commission at Cai'acas» nor 
to Judge their action or the character 
of the v/arlike operations of the block- 
ading of the powors, nor to decide if 
the three blockading powers exhausted 
all pacific meanii to prevent the neces- 
sity for employing force. The tribunal 
decides that it is only in a position to 
certify that since 1901 Venezuela re- 
fused arbitration, proposed on several 
oceasloas by vr^rmany and Great Bri- 
tain; that after the war no formal 
treaty of peace was concluded; that the 
operations 
of 
the 
blockaders 
were 
stopped before they had received sat- 
isfaction for all 
their 
claims, and, 
further, that the Question oi preferen- 
tial ti'eatinent was submitted to arbi- 
tration. 


The tribunal declares that it found 
and recognized in tJirse facts precious 
evidence in favor of the great principle 
of arbitration in all phases of Interna- 
tional conllict.

PORT ARTHUR 
AGAIN ATTACK&D 


Japanese Capture Four Torpedo Boats 
By Using Russian Signala 


ALEXIEFP ARRIVES AT HARBIN 


London, Feb* 23,—The Nagasaki cor­ 
respondent of the Daily Telegraph, 
cabling under date of February 22, re­ 
ports that the Japanese squadron has 
captured four Russian torpedo boats 
at Bbvt Arthur by using Russian sig* 
nals« 
This dispatch appears to confirm re- 
portif from various quarters of a fresh 
attack on Port Arthur by the Japa­ 
nese. 
The report reached Nagasaki 
from Chefoo, and it adds that the Rus­ 
sian crews of the four torpedo boats 
have beon transferred. 
No other news of this attack has 
been received in London, but the Che- 
foo correspondent of the Morning Post, 
in a dispatch dated February 22, says 
the statement is current there that the 
Japanese torpedo boat destroyers, in 
the attack òri Port Arthur on February 
14, sunk or damaged two Russian bat­ 
tleships, in addition to the torpedo boat 
already reported. 
Viceroy Alexieff’s retiretaent to Har­ 
bin is now ail accomplished fact, and a 
correspondent of the Associated Press 
cables that Port Arthur is now strictly 
a naval stronghold^ and the forts are 
being manned by naval gunners. Only 
20 foreigners are now at Port Arthur, 
and they are traders disposing of their 
merchandise. Some of them are under 
suspicion,, and 
there Is likelihood of 
their being arrested. There are many 
complaints of unwarranted arrests, un­ 
explained expulsion and di^famation of 
character by the Port Arthur police. 
• The report that large bodies of Cos- 
Backs and other troops are occupying 
Newchv.^ang and Hsin-^Ming-Tin are 
unfounded. 
According to the Nagasaki corres­ 
pondent of the Daily Telegraph, the 
American 
squadron, the 
vessels of 
which aro variously reported at Chofoo 
and 
Shanghai, is going to make a 
demonstration at the mouth of the Yalu 
river. 


Russia Bribes China. 
London, Feb. 23.—The correspondent 
at Tokio of Reuter’s Telegram com­ 
pany says he learns from a reliable 
source that the Russian minister to 
China, Paul Lessar, has successfully 
bribed Chinese oiTicials, with the re­ 
sult that the instructions given the 
Russian 
gunboat 
Mandjur ' to leave 
Shanghai were cancelled. 
The Japa­ 
nese government considers this to be a 
breach of Chinese neutrality, and is 
taking steps in the matter. 


Snow Storm Saved Hakodate. 
Nagasaki, B^eb. 23. — The steamer 
Stolberg has arrived here from Vladi- 
vostock with 20 white foreigners, 1500 
Chiaese and 50 Japanese. She brings 
in addition 40 survivors of the Japa­ 
nese steamer Nekonoura Maru, which 
was sunk by the 
Russian 
cruiser 
squadron from Vladivostock on Febru­ 
ary 11. Two of these men were drown­ 
ed during their transfer to the Rus­ 
sian ships. The survivors were well 
treated and provided with return pas­ 
sages. 
The Vladivostock squadron Intend­ 
ed to bombard Hakodate, but a snow 
storm prevented the vessels from en­ 
tering the Straits of Tsuruga. 
They 
intende to make another attempt to 
reach Hakodate in March with the 
cruisers, five torpedo boats and an 
armed transport. 
The 
civilians In 
Vladivostock have 
been 'ordered to 
leave, owing to the scarcity of food, as 
the government is taking everything 
available. Panic has seized the Chi­ 
nese, who are leaving by the whole­ 
sale. 


RUSSIA'S ARMY IN FAR EAST 


Will Taka Until April 20 to Strengthen 
It to 233,000 Men. 
Berlin, Feb. 23.—The Militar Woch- 
enblatt, tho organ of the German gen­ 
eral staff, has published an article 
discussing Russia’s prospects of re­ 
inforcing her army in East Asia. The 
paper takes a pessimistic view of the 
capacity of the Trans-iàiberian rail­ 
road, and especially the section cross­ 
ing Lake Baikal, wheró it says the 
dlfftculties to overcome are enormouu. 
The iimited capacity ot the line is 
said to be a much more serious mat­ 
ter thah the threatened damage to it 
by natives. 
The paper estimates the 
present troop moving capacity of the 
railroad from Russia'ii experience of 
last summer in moving two brigades 
to Tgchita, east of Lake Baikal, which 
was only accomplished at the rate of 
eight an4 a half mile^ an hour. 
At 
thsi rate It would taitO' 46 days to con­ 


vey 2o,iuO men from

tains to Mukden or Vladivostock, 
The 
paper 
assumes the present 
strength of the Russian army in east­ 
ern Asia to be 158,761 men. and uixm 
the foregoing estimate of time required 
to move troops it declares it will take 
until April 20 for Russia to raise the 
strength of her East Asiatic army to 
233.000 men. 
The Militar Wochenblatt is of the 
opinion that the easiest thing for Ja­ 
pan to do to compel Russia to aban­ 
don Manchuria is to strike at the cen­ 
tre of the country, or in other w^ords, 
concentrate her forces against Harbin, 


RUMORS OF LAND BATTLE 


Russians Reported Repulsed On Yalu 
River With Loss of 2500. 
London, Feb. 22.—The cables are 
Still absolutely silent with regard to 
the progress of the war, but there are 
vague rumors of land fighting. As aii 
Instance, the Paris edition of the New 
York Herald*ip correspondent at S t 
Petersburg talks of a Russian repulse 
on the Yalu river, with a loss of 2500 
lives. These rumors are unconfirmed, 
and from a reliable quarter the Morn­ 
ing Post’s Chefoo correspondent says 
he learns that ten^ of thousands of 
Japanese are advancing by forced 
marches from various parts of Korea 
on the Yalu, and that severe fighting 
Is expected shortly. These are the only 
references to actual operations that 
have reached London. 
The announcement that General Ko- 
dama has been replaced in the Japa­ 
nese cabinet by Mi. Koshikawa is re­ 
garded as meaning that General Ko- 
dama is about to take command of the 
Japanese.land forces. Kodama. who is 
Japan’s leading general, did splendid 
work during the Chino-Japanese war. 
It is said that Viceroy Alexieff has 
asked the ministry of marine to send 
him officers ^yho are not too young and 
admirals who are not too old. of whom 
he already has too many. The viceroy 
has issued proclamations to the Chinese 
throughout Manchuria, seeking to en­ 
list their sympathy in behalf of Rus­ 
sia and their assistance in maintaining 
the railway intact by representing to 
them 
Japan’s 
alleged 
treacherous 
metliods in beginning the war.

China Refuses to Aid Russia. 
Tokio, Feb. 22.—^Advices to the Japa­ 
nese government from Peking say that 
while at Mukden,^ Viceroy Alexieff 
asked the Chinese'troops to aid in 
guarding the railway, so as to prevent 
the interruption of trafilc. The Chinese 
refused tno request, and asked for in­ 
structions from PeWng. 
The Chinese 
governjnent told them to inform Alex­ 
ieff that as Russia had insisted that tne 
Chinese were unable to gunrd the rail­ 
way in time of peace, surely Russia 
could not expect them to guard it in 
time of war. 
Three hundred Russian scouts re- 
connoitered yesterday in Wiju and vi­ 
cinity.

The Hague, Feb. 23.—The arbitration 
tribunal, which has been considering 
the claims of the blockading powers 
for preferentlial 
treatment of 
their 
claims against Venezuela, has decided 
unanimously that the three blockading 
powers, Great Britain, Germany and 
Italy, have the right to a preference 
of òO per cent, of the customs duties at 
Guaira and Puerto Gabello, the liti­ 
gants to pay their own costs in the pro­ 
cedure and divide equally tho costs of 
the tribunal. 
The United States iii commissioned to 
carry out the decision of the tribunal 
within three months. 
In giving juugment the tribunal 
points out that it has been guided by 
international law and the equity of the 
case, and that the protocols signed at 
Washington since February 13, 1903, 
and particularly the protocol of May 7, 
whereof the obligatory nature cannot 
be doubtful, form the legal basis of its 
sentence; that the tribunal Is not com­ 
petent to question the jurisdiction of 
the mixed commission at Caracas, nor 
to Judge their action or the character 
of the warlike operations of tho block­ 
ading of the powf>rs, nor to decide if 
the three blockading powers exhausted 
all paciiic nieanii to prevent the neces­ 
sity for employing force. The tribunal 
decides that it is only in a position to 
certify that since 1901 Venezuela re- 
iused arbitration, proposed on several 
occasions by (rprmany and Great Bri­ 
tain; that after the war no formal 
treaty of peace was concluded; that the 
operations of 
the blockaders were 
stopped before they had received sat­ 
isfaction for all 
their 
claims, and, 
further, that the question of preferen­ 
tial treatment was submitted to arbi­ 
tration. 
The tribunal declares that it found 
and recognized in tJirse facts precious 
evidence in favor of the great principle 
of arbitration in all phases of interna­ 
tional conlllct. In adhering to the pro­ 
tocols the blockaders could not have* 
intended to renounce their acquired' 
rights, nor their privilr*ged de facto po- 
dition. 
The government of Venezuela 
itself had recognized in principle the' 
welMoundedness of their claims, while 
it had not recognized those of the nonf 
blorkading powers, and until the eiu) 
of January, 11^03, made not the slight­ 
est protest 
against the 
claims fdr 
preferential 
treatment. 
Througliout 
the diplomatic negotiations Venezuela 
constantly distinguished between the 
allied powers and the neutrals. Theée 
latter, not having 
protested against 
the claii'tB for preferexi. ó of the block­ 
ading powers, either at the time the 
war stojjoed nor immediately after the 
signatu^'e of the protocol of FebruaiV 
13, the government of /enezueja only 
agreed Ya respect* to the allied powers 
to oft’e: "special guarantees for the fulV 
fillrneni'^of its engagements. 
The j^ood faith which should diroól 
international 
relations imposes the 
duty on the tribunal of declaring that 
the wol'ds *‘ail claims,^' employed b)^ 
the Venezuelan representative in the 
negotiations with the representatives 
of the allirid power§, could relate only 
to the latter pov/ers. Neutrals could in 
some respect 
profit by the 
circum-^ 
stances created by the' operations of the 
war without acquiriiig new rights, the 
rights already acquired remaining ab­ 
solutely Intact.

TO MAKE A 
XYLOPHONE. 


One of the simplest musical iustru- 
tnents ia the xylophone, and by work- 
ing after the following directions may 
be made at little expense by deft- 
Landed boys or girls. 


"Very hard wood gives the best tone 
t o a xylophone," said a young appren- 
tice who has had experience. 
"Black 
walnut, hickory and spruce are nil tirst 
class. The first one I made,*' continued 
the young man, "was a two-octave in- 
atrument without any seml-tonos. 
It is 
made from a large piece of black wal- 
uut, soven-eighths of an inch thick, 
which I took from some heavy old fur- 
niture. I cut it out twenty Inches long 
and 
fifteen 
inches wide at one end, 
tapering down to a width of six inches 
a t the other end. 
This board is then 
divided evenly and cut up into sixteen 
strips each one and one-eighth inches 
wide, varying In length from six to 
fifteen 
inches. 
The wood must be of 
even grain and a piece without knots 
selected. 


"The next step is to bore two paral- 
lel holes through the sides of the entire 
cet of the bars or keys (AA) large 
enough to draw cords through, in order 
to hold the rarious sections together. 


•'Now comes what I think Is the 
most interesting part of the 
w o r k - 
tuning the bars. 
Lay them temporar- 
ily on two strips of soft material, so 
that the tone of each strip when struck 
may be distinctly heard. 
After sound- 
ing each bar you can best tune it up 
by the aid of a piano. Finding on the 
piano the note nearest to the 
tone of 
•ihe lowest bar; this strip of wood can 
c made to correspond with it perfectly 
^ 
slight cutting. 
For instance, if the 


handkerchief, or, better, a piece of 
twilled musliu. 


Press the centre of the muslin» down 
into the glass so that it touches the 
water. 
Then press the palm of your 
left hand tightly against the rim and 
turn the glass over, holding it and the 
muslin with 3'our right hand, as the 
picture shows. 
Now remove your left 
hand from the glass. Not only will the 
water remain in the glass, but the mus- 
lin will retain its concave form, as

Now hold the glass over a basin (as 
accidents will happen, you know), and

working your

gather up and shorten the folds of the 
muslin

it Is stretched 
straight 
across the mouth of the glass, as shown 
in tlie diagram. 
It takes some practlco 
to do this neatly, so you see Avhy it is 
well to have a basin under the glass. 
Now the glass with the concave cover 
was full of water, but the glass with 
the fiat cover is only three-fourths full, 
as it was at the start. 
Hence there 
is an empty space above the water, 
as Is iiullcated in the diagram. 
The 
conscQuenco of this is that bubbles of 
air are forced through the muslin by

These bub- 
bles rise to the empty 
space 
above, 
where they burst. 
In bursting they 
give the glass little shocks which you 
can feel plainly with your hand and

The city of 
Panama

The city is a .surprise to visitors, it is 
so astonishingly modern and commod-

ceived of the rest of the country. 


It is a bishop's see and has a hand- 
some cathedral and five other church- 
es, a charity hospital, a normal and 
several private schools sustained 
by 
the government. 
A number 
of fine 
buildings have recently been erected 
among them a modern hotel that would 
be a credit to almost any city. 


One newspaper is published 
dally 
in Spanish and in English, and these. 
wilV thpir "latest" news, possibly a 
week old. are eagerly snatched up by 
foreign visitors. 


The site of the old town of Panama, 
ifounded in 151S. is some five or six 
miles distant from the 
present'city, 
and is now a ruin. 
But it was an im- 
portant place in its day, and became 
the radiating point of Spanish civiliza- 
tion on the South Pacific coast. 


There, after the disovery of the lit- 
tle tov/n by some of 
his marauding 
friends, Padarlas. the Infamous gov- 
ernor of the Spanish possessions 
in 
Central America, took up his 
abode 
and worked out his plots and counter- 
picts which

n o w TO MAKE A XYLOPHONE. 
One of the simplest musical instru­ 
ments io the xylophone, and by work­ 
ing after the following directions may 
be made at little expense by deft- 
lianded boys or girls. 
‘‘Very hard wood gives the best tone 
to a xylophone,’’ said a young appren­ 
tice who has had experience. 
“Black 
walnut, hickory and spruce arc all first 
class. The first one I made,*^ continued 
the young man, “was a two-octave in­ 
strument without any somi-tonos. It is 
made from a large piece of l>lack wal­ 
nut, sovon-eighths of an inch thick, 
which I took from some heavy old fur­ 
niture. I cut it out twenty inches long 
and fifteen inches wide at one end, 
tapering down to a width of six: inches 
a t the other end, 
I'his board is then 
divided evenly and cut up into sixteen 
strips each one and one-eighth inches 
wide, varying In length from six to 
fifteen inches.

“The next step is to bore two paral­ 
lel holes through the sides of the entire 
cot of the bars or keys (AA) large 
enough to draw cords through, in order 
to hold the various sections together.

a wilderness 
state 
by the railway, 
there were occasionally seen rude huts 
and mestizos. 
A little further 
on one sees cone- 
shaped hills with intervening lagoons 
and rapidly 
running 
streams. 
All 
along the railway, even in this unfa­ 
vored region, there 
are little towns 
and settlements, but few or no good 
houses. 


teristic ingratitude and ill-treatment 
in return.

The natives declared themselves “in­ 
dependent states,” and, forming again 
under the title of the United States of 
Colombia, settled down—if one could 
call the turbulent natives settled at 
any tiipe— to enjoy their freedom. 
Now Panama has seen fit to disturb 
that peace a.nd break the chains of 
the Colombian Republic by declaring 
herself still another republic. 
Through all this trouble 
and tur­ 
moil, however, the people of the little 
isthmus remain the same, with the in­ 
dolence of their native land mingling 
with the fire, impetuosity and extrav­ 
agant grace of their conquerors, 
the 
Spaniards. 
A native of Panama trades on this 
ancestry with the Spanish marauders, 
many of whom were of noble blood.

THE PEACH ORCHARD. 
The peach does best in soil that is 
inclined to be sandy, but many of the 
clay loams are good. 
Many old fields 
that are thought to be worn make ex-^ 
cellent peach orchards when well man- 
ured and crops of clover or peas are 
grown on the land and plov/ed under, 
^lany who have tried this plan with 
old land like it better than new and' 
richer soil for peaches. 
The tillage should be frequent and 
shallow. 
There are some who favor 
grass in peach orchards, bur I think 
this is a great mistake. 
There is no 
tree which will show the beneficial ef­ 
fects of good tillage more quickly, and 
the opposite of neglect than the peach. 
Select the largest trees of one year’s 
growth from the bud, plant and take 
good car? of them and they will help 
take care of you. 


THINNING APPLES. 
Thiiining apples may be a profitable 
operation under some circumstances, 
but as fruit is ordinarily marlveted in 
the commercial apple growing sections 
of New York, it is not profitable. 
In­ 
vestigations in thinning by the New 
York Agricultural Experiment Station 
(Geneva) were carried on for four sea­ 
sons in a commercial orchard. The re­ 
sults, in improvement of the fruit, in 
size, 
in 
color and in quality, were 
marked, whenever fair to heavy crops 
were borne on the trees, but the quan­ 
tity of fruit was usually lessened, so 
that unless a higher price is* secured 
for the improvement in quality the ex­ 
pense of the operation is not repaid. 
Full details of these tests are given in 
Bulletin No, 230 of the station, wliich 
any apple gi*ower or other person in­ 
terested may secure wlchout cost, by 
sending Ills name and address to the 
director, with a request for this bulle­ 
tin. 
Any available station bulletin 
may be obtained in this way.—Amerl- 
ean Cultivator.

MONG other thiugs the fifteenth President, James Buchanan, 
was remarkable for his lifelong fidelity to one woman. 


After he loft the Legislature, and took up the practice of 
law, he became engaged to Anne Coleman, the daughter of 
Robert Coleman, of Lancaster. 


She is said to have been an unusually beautiful girJ, and 
extremely sensitive. 
On account of her sensitiveness there 
was a rupture, for which neither can be blamed. 


One day, out of the blue sky, a thunderbolt fell. Buchanan 
received a note from Miss Coleman asking him to release her from the en- 
gagement. 


There was no explanation forthcoming, and it was not, xmtil long after- 
ward that he discovered that gossip«? and busybodies had gone to IMiss Cole- 
man with stories concerning him which had no foundation save in their mis- 
chief-making imnghiations. 


After all his efforts at re-establishing the old relation had proved useless, 
he wrote to her that if it were her wish to bo released from the engagement 
he oould not but submit, as ho had no desire to hold her against her will. 


The break came in the latter part of the summer of 1819. He threw him- 
self into his work with renewed energy, and later on she went to visit friends 
in Philadelphia. 


Though she was too proud to admit it, there was evidence that the beau- 
tiful and high-spirited girl was suffering from a heartache. On the ninth of 
December she died very suddenly, and her body was brought homo just a 
week after she left Lancaster 


The funeral took place the next day, Sunday, and to Robert Coleman, 
the girrs father, the heart-broken man wrote a letter which in simple pathos 
stands almost alone. It is the only document which remains, but in these 
few lines is hidden a tragedy: 


Lancaster. December 10, ISIO. 


My Dear Sir—You have lost a child, a dear, dear chHd. I have lost (he 
only earthly object of my affections, without whom life now presents to me 
a dreary blank. 


My prfspects are all cut olf, and I feel that my happiness will be burled 
with her in the grave. 


It is now no time for explanation, but the time will come when you will 
discover that she, as well as I, has been much abused, 
God forgive'the au- 
thors of it! My feelings of resentment against them, whoever they may be, 
are buried in the dust. 


I may sustain the shock of her death, but I feel that happiness has fled 
from me forever. The prayer which I make to God without ceasing is that 
I yet may be able to show my veneration for the memory of my dear, de- 
parted s:\hit, by my respect and attachment for her surviving friends. May 
Heaven bless you, and enable you to bear the shock with the fortitude of a 
Christian.

to irritate the surrounding skin. Spray 
or dip the feet in cool water to close 
Vxe pores and prevent taking cold, dry 
•nd rub briskly to induce perfect cir- 
culation-. To harden tender feet a salt 
bath is invaluable. In each two quarts 
of water dissolve one tabiespoonful of 
sea salt and follow the bath by fric- 
tion; then sponge the feet and ankles 
iWith alcohol. 
To reduce the swelling 
on feet that are afflicted in that way 
use only moderately warm water and 
an astTingent made by -taking two 
ounces each of rock salt and powdered 
alum, mixing and using two teaspoon- 
fuls to each four quarts of water. Bear 
In mind that bathing and gentle fric- 
tion is all-important in the care of the 
feet for it keeps the skin in a healthy 
condition and does much to counter- 
act The evils of small shoes.—Mirror 
and Farmer. 


WOMEN IN INDUSTRY. 


The Massachusetts Bureau of Sta- 
tistics has just issued a report on 
"Sox in Industry," which is instruc- 
tive and also suggestive. 
In the last 
ten years the number of sclf-supjiort- 
ing women has more than doubled. 
So, alas! has the number of female 
children at work in the Bay State. 
At 
present, nearly one-third of all the 
"gainful workers'* of 
Massachusetts 
are women. 


This large increase iu industry for 
women does not follow the old lines. 
The Massachusetts workers in factor- 
ies have only increased twenty-eight 
per cent; in domestic service, thirty 
per cent, and in teaching, thirty-five 
per cent 
Woman is aiming higher; 
she wants a place in business and the 
professions, and 
she is getting 
i t 
There is an increase of forty per cent, 
in women professional workers, and 
of nearly fifty per cent, in the number 
of women who are partners or stock- 
holders in business enterprises. 


Woman's first footing in industry 
was that of the willing Avorker who 
takes the undesirable and Illy paid job 
rather than no job at all. 
These fig- 
ures show that in Massachusetts, at 
least she has gotten boj-ond that step 
on the ladder, and is mounting stead- 
ily. 
Industrially, she is succeeding. 
But there are some other Massachu- 
setts figures, not included in the in- 
dustrial statistics, that are not reassur- 
ing on the sociological side. 
In these 
same last ten years the marriage rato 
has declined, in Massachusetts, from 
nineteen to seventeen per lOOO, while 
divorces have increased from one in 
every twenty-eight marriages to one in 
every eighteen; and the birth 
rate 
has fallen perceptibly.—Harper's Ba- 
zar»

FUND FOR DISABLED TEACHEHS. 


The Lewis Elkin annuity fund for 
disabled women teachers from the pub- 
lic schools, according to the final sched- 
ule of the distribution of Mr, Elkin's 
estate, approved by Judge

amounts to $1.SOS.402, which far ex- 
ceeds tlie most sansiuine 
estimates.

WOMEN IN INDUSTRY. 
The Massachusetts Bureau of Sta­ 
tistics has Just issued a report on 
“Sex in Industry,” which is instruc* 
live and also suggestive. In the last 
ten years the number of sclf-supiiort- 
ing women has more than doubled. 
So, alas! has the number of female 
children at work in the Bay State. At 
present, nearly one-third of all the 
“gainful workers” of Massachusetts 
are women. 
This large increase in industry for 
women does not follow the old lines. 
The Massachusetts workers in factor 
ies have only increased twenty-eight 
per cent.; in domestic service, thirty 
per cent, and in teaching, thirty-üve 
per cent. 
Woman is aiming higher; 
she wants a place in business and the 
professions, and she is getting it. 
There is an increase of forty per cent, 
in women professional workers, and 
of nearly fifty per cent, in the number 
of women who are partners or stock­ 
holders in business enterprises. 
Woman’s first footing in Industry 
was that of the willing worker who 
takes the undesirable and illy paid job 
rather than no job at all. These fig­ 
ures show that in Massachusetts, at 
least, she has gotten beyond that step 
on the ladder, and is mounting stead­ 
ily. 
Industrially, she is succeeding. 
But there are some other Massachu­ 
setts figuras, not included in the in­ 
dustrial statistics, that are not reassur- 
ing on the sociological side. In these 
same last ten years the marriage rate 
has declined, in Massachusetts, from 
nineteen to seventeen per lOOO, while 
divorces have increased from one in 
every twenty-eight marriages to one in 
every eighteen; and the birth rate 
lias fallen perceptibly.—Harper’s Ba-

ada, says Country Life in America. 
Whore the snowfall, as In Oregon, Ne- 
^•ada. Michigan and Wisconsin, lies on 
the ground for weeks together, to tho 
.lepth of several feet, skees: virtually 
necome the life preservers of tho inhab­ 
itants. They furnish the only means 
by which tho mail carriers can reach 
the inaccessible and outljing mountain 
districts of the Rockies. Skees dilTer 
radically from the Canadian or Ind*nn 
snowshoe. They are about seven feet 
long, four inches broad, and taper from 
an inch thick at tho centre to three* 
quarters. 
The Western skee runner can cover 
on an average about four to eiuht miles 
an ho\ir, going up and down hill. Down 
hill an experienced runner can let 
himself go, but for a beginner it would 
be like timiing on a clutch valve of an 
automobile without knowing where the 
brake was. 
Skees were first known to have been 
used in the thirteenth century. Eight 
centuries passed before the trappers, 
lumbermen 
and 
woodchoppers 
of 
America learned the vast superiority of 
the skee over the Canadian snowshoe. 
in a century more the latter will bo 
looked at In the museums as a clumsy 
implement of the bygone age.
